Judgment induces him to protest
he is met with the ““Oh well you
ecan stand il, when yon get into
office.”” ““When you go to Harris-
burg or Washington, or wherever
eise he wants to be landed, there
you can make it all up and a great
deal more.”” They expect the
office holder to make it oflf some
other set of men. With the en-
couragement for snch practices
that the candidates receive in the
election distriets the wonder is that
the office holders are as good as
they are. Where is the moral
difference between a man in the
Legislature giving his vote for a2
stated price, and a man in the
waril or township giving his vole
for a stated sum. Give the mem
bers of the Legislature a chance.
Let him who is guiltless cast the
first stone. Let him tell that out
amoug his constitnents there are
many guilty ones, and that among
a large percentage their guill is
like that of the ancient Greeks, is
not considered in the act but in
being fonnd out. He doesn’t like
to tell on his dear constituents.

1849, was divided into two election
districts. This was done for the
conyenience of the voters. All that
portion of the townsh'p lying north
westwardly of the summit of Shade
mountain constituted Black Log
election district and the voting place
was at the Birch Run school house.

Lack township is like any other
township in its government and with
the exception of election office s and
an agsistant asgensor the same cfficers
govern that township that govero
any other.

Bat there being two elec ion dis
tricte, there must of necessity be
two setsof election officers, one set
for each district. Bat the balance
of the ticket must aceording to law
be the same. }

The Republicans and Democrats
in Lack township nominated candi.
dtes for the respective offices. The
Republicans of the Black Log elee-
tion district as is their right nomin
at d candidates for election officers
and sssistant assessor. But the
Democrats of Black Loz made no
ticket.

Thep, we have been informed, H.
C. Rbioe, the Commissioners clerk,
went into Black Log with a nomin-
ation paper which contained the
names of the Lack township Demo-
cralic candida‘es to which were add-
ed the names of candidates for elec
tion officers of the Black Log elec-
tion district.

There wers eight names signed to
the nomination paper which was
headed: “The nomination paper of
the Democratic party.”

To eall this nomination paper
“Democratic” was clearly a violation
of the law, whieh srovidu, that no
words shall be nsed in any nomina
rion papers to deseribe or designate
the party or poliey or political appel-
Iation, represented by the candidate
pamed in such nomination papers as
aforesaid, identical with the words
